*' nature: by qatn, who know what it is alone that 
" exalts them above the brutes." Can we beeither 
TirtuauB or Religious, without the free ufe of our

we have knowledge, if men dare not freely liudy, 
and as freely communicate the fruits of their Itudies f 
What is it that diliinguUhes human fociety from a 
bruiilh herd, but tlie flourifhing of the arts and 
fciences j the free exercifc of wit and reafon ? What 
CiM goverrnneat menu, intend, or produce, that is 
worthy of man, or beneficial to him, as he is a ra* 
tionaLcreamre, befides wifdoni, knowledge, virtue, 
and Icience J Is it merely, indeed, (hat we may eat, 
. drink,. fleep, fiug and dance, with fecurity, that we

If the end of govcrnori and government ig not'to 
diffufe with a liberal, unfparing, equal hand, true 
ratlooal happinefs ; but to make the bulkof mankind 
beafts of burden, that a few may wallow in bratiih 
pleafurcs : then it is confillent politics, to root 
out the deHreand love of light and knowledge* Cer- 
tain Scythian Haves, that they might work the harder, 
had only their eyes dellroyed. But toextinguifh bu< 
man underftanding, and efiablifh a kingdom of dark* 
nefs, is juf) fo far more barbarous than even that 
monftroua cruelty, as the mind excels the body j or 
as underHandiug and reafon are fupcrior to fenle.' 
Cardinal Richlieii fays, tn his Political Teftament, 
*' That fubjefts with knowledge, fenfe and reafon^ 
*' are as monflrous as a beaft with hundreds of eyea 
•■ would be ; and that fuch a beaft will, never bear 
" its burthen peaceably. Whence he infers, it is im- 
" polSble to promote defpotic power, while Icaru- 
" ing is encouraged and estcnded. The people mufl 
*' be hood-winked, or rather blinded, if one would 
" have them tame and patient drudges. In fhort, 
*' you mnft treat them every way like pack^horfes, or 
■ ■*' mules, not excepting the bells about their necks, 
" which, by theirperpetualjiogliog, maybcofufe 
tt to drown their cares." Now this is plain dealing, 
and 
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-kad con&Aent politico But to talk of liberty and 
free goverDment, public good, and rational happi- 
nefs, as requiring limitations on the prefs, and licen- 
. fers of booki, ia as abfurd, as to fpeak of liberty in 
a dungeon, witli chains on every limb. Hobbea too 
wa» confident with himfelf, and advifes thofe wliO 
aim at abfoliitc dominion, to deliioy all the ancient 
Greek and Latin authors i becaufe if they are read> 
principles of liberty, and juft fentiments of the dig' 
nity and rights of mankind muft be imbibed. But 
can there be more glaring bare* faced nonfenfe than 
to fay, " That the very fupport of a free conftitu- 
" tion requires the extinflioQ of the prefs?" thatjs, 
the extinflion of the only means of knowing nhat 
we are as men and chri&ians : nhat our natures are 
capable of : what is our jufl happinefs, and how we 
ought to be treated by our governors ; that is, by 
thofe whom we have entruiled with the managemcot 
of our interells and concerns. 

1 hope it will never be this nation's misfortune to 
hl\ into the hands of an admin iflration, that do not 
from their fouls abhor any thing that has but the re- 
moteft tendency towards the ereftion of a new and 
arbitrary jurifdi£tion over the prcfs i or can otherwifc 
look upon any attempt that way, than as the greatell 
impiety, the cnieleA, the wickedeft, the moft irre- 
, ligioui thing that can be imagined. Would it not b« 
K 3 facrilegioufly 
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facrilegiouOy robbing God of ibe only worlhip be 
delights in, rheworfhipof the bear! andunderAand- 
ing i Can there be religion or virtwe wirfrout reafon, 
thought, and chuice ? Ur can rcafon, thinking, 
knowledge and choice, fubfill without (he unly con- 
ceivable menns of mailing men wife and underftand- 
ing, rational and virtuotu ? What is the kingdom of 
Chrill? Doth not our Saviour delight in calling it 
light, and a kingdom of tight? And what did be 
come to dedroy but the kingdom of darkncfs ? And 
can there be a kingdom of light, without tie liberty, 
the kinconftrained liberty of diffufing fight and know- 
ledge? What is the reformation, or *hat does it 
mean but the libertv, the abfolute and perfed liberty 
of coneftingand refuting errors, and of undeceiving 
mankind? What is it that we call' Froteflafltifm,

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^It0, that tov« mankiad, » not forry, thaCany 
fting ia ever piiblifhed tendkig to confoiinil menV 
underAandiogs, nryiHead their judgments, or deprave 
their morals ? Cut U thcFc any more liltely method 
fbrfenfe to prevail agaitift abfurditics, than leaving 
her at full liberty to paint them in their Dative co- 
lours ? Can truth be better armed againflerrar than 
with the mighty blade of uncontfouledreafon ? 0/ 
virtue more furely triumph over immorality, than by 
the vigorous execution of the truly wholefomc law»- 
purpofely framed for her fuj^rt ?

A TOUR TO CELBRIDGE, 

BY DR. SAMUEL JOHKSOK. 

The love of variety is a: paffion naturally im- 
planted in the human brc:irt, nor perhaps is the ra- 
tional fegregated from the brute creature, by any 
more difcemlble difcrimination than an eager deiire 
to vifu different countries, to explore new objeOs, 
" Mr. Jcrbfon, 

and 
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and fo accuhiiilate frcfli materials for tlie verfatiliCy 
of coQCemplative itiTelligarion, Sir Thomas Browa 
^yi, that were the regions of his fecood flate of ex- 
- iAence left to his eIe3ion, he would choofe to be the 
inhabicant of a planet, rather than of a fixed ftar. 
Without flaying Eo examiDC, whellier there is not 
more of humour than folidi^ in this whinilical pre- 
ference, we may venture to pronounce that the fa- 
culties of the mind ftagnate by confinemeiU, and that 
change of place will naturally produce viciffituds of 
tdea«. There is, bcfides, tHis certain advantage in' 
travelling; il makes us independent of other mens 
labour; oblervalion refciies from prejudice, teachej 
to moderate credulity, and aililh, to deteft inipofi- 
tion. I was naturally led to ctiefe reflexions by a' 
Tetrofpeft to the occurrences of a day lately fpent 
in the vicinage of Dnblin. Having vifited every 
thing worthy the notice of a ftranger in the metroi 
polis of Ireland, and being fatigued by conviviality 
without converfation; foclety without fckfiion, con- 
flitutional bumpers, and Hale anecdstes, I determin- 
ed to explore the hanks of the LifFey, and to fearch- 
among the amuicolifts for that entertainment which 
eluded my purfuit in the urbanity of the capital; 
letters, which the officioufuefe of friends, rather than' 
any folfcitatiora on my part, had put into my. hand* 
M my leaving. London, ferved to introduce me amon^ 
N 6 others' 
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•then ro two ladies who happened to be at that time 
refident in Dublin. The name of Mrs. Grcviile is 
too well known in the world of tafle and fafhioti to 
depend for ceIebrii}E on the perifliable memorial of a 
fugitive itinerary; and Mrs. Jephfoa poirefTcs alt 
the powers of captivaiion, without brandilhing any 
of the weapons of alltirement. I had fcarcely inti- 
mated to thefe ladies my fatiety of the town, and my 
wilh for a rural excurfion, when Mrs. Greville offered 
me a place in her coach, which had been jult ordered 
to the door to convey Mrs. Jephfon, a dignified cler- 
gyntau, then prefent, and herfdf, to the feat of Co- 
lonel Marlay, at Celbridge. The ciergjman I after- 
wards found to be the brother of Colonel Marlay, 
*hofe villa was to be the Calpe of our peregrination ; 
as I liked the company I did not befilate to accept 
the accommodation. Though we paflied with a rapid 
velocity over little more than three leagues of high 
road 10 Celbridge, I obferved many (lately manfions, 
many well difpofed encloftires, and more, towering 
plantations than any eye but that of a native of 
Scotland could difcover in the black circumference 
of the whole Caledonian horizon. Thepleafurel 
received from the tranlient contemplation of fuch 
fcenes, was often intemipted by the light of tat- 
tered mendicants, who crawled from their hamlets of 
mud on ilie way fide, to howl for cliariiy, or to gaze 
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in torpid fufpenGon at the ordinary phenomenon of 
a paffing equipage. National reflections are always 
illiberal, and often ill-founded ; the poverty of the 
lower clafs of people ia Ireland is generally inv 
puted to lazinefs ; but fagacity will not reft fetisfied 
with fuch a folulion, efpecially wheit it Ji confidered 
thai the rifque of a halter is intuitirely preferable to 
the certainty of famine, and that the rags of thefe 
miferable bipedi might be mended with lefs trouble 
than they are worn ; and in a fhorter time than, if 
they are Ihaken off, they can again be indued. ThU 
remark mutt however occur to every fojourner in Ire- 
land, that the tranfitions in the fcale of opulence are 
by means gradual as in England, from abundance to- 
competency, from luxury to convenience, from the 
elegancies to the neceflkries of life ; but from fuper- 
fluitiea to indigence, from the riot of profuHon to. 
the fouleA dregs of fqualidity and wretchednels j lb 
that there feems to be few intermediate links in the 
great dcfcending chain of property. When the ftre- 
pituofity of total progrelfion rendered the modulation 
of ordinary difcourfe inaudible, the ladies and the 
dean haft recoutfe to fong, that we might not rely 
folely for our entertainment on the gratification of 
vifion ; the dean began by chauncing fome verfes of 
a fublime anthem, in a Arain of harmony, which 
might hare excited extraordiuaty emotions in a Web> 
iler 
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fcr ot a ManzuoU ; the ladiet, who joined in tbe 
«hortu, afltired me^ he was a perftd mafler of th« 
fcicnttfic part of nufic, and my auditory or^an* did 
jullic* to hti powers of vocal eicecution : by degreer 
the feriolu tenor of facred melody wax exchanged for 
the lighter airt of the Beggar's Opera i and before 
we retched the Cheriy-treo (a magnificcDt {Niblic 
houfc at the village of Lucan, within a league of 
Celbridge) onr fmall company had vocalized all the 
' fongi in the opera in fiiclra manner a> I never beard 
them executed upon any theatre in London. An 
orertam, occalioned by our coachman's driving over 
fiime pigs and children who were lying together in 
the middle of the road, obliged us to defcend from 
our vehicle at th« Chcrrj'-tree. While the carriage 
was refitting, and the ladies re-adjuiling their diefs^ 
which had fuftred fomc difcompoture from the acci- 
dent, I entered into converfation with the publican. 
J was naturslly led to maVe fbme enquiries about the 
place I was going to vifit, and the chHraftcr of the 
owner. The fubftance of my hoft'a icifofmation was, 
that Ceibriiige was reckonprf one of the mnft beauti<- 
flit villas on the river i but efi^iiire Connolly's was ■ 
the grandeftfeat in the who'c world; the colonel, 
he told me, had long ferved in the army with great 
reputation, and had quitted it on feme difgnft, or to 
Juve laoFC leifui<e for. the bu&ncfs of agricult ure in 
which 
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'Which he takei great delight, and h very ftilfiil. His 
«loathing waa of goati-Ikina faftened together with 
leather th6ngs, and gtrt round the middle by a lafli, 
which he had worn tn aM the late wan. Since hi* 
retirement he had never fhaved his beard, which hung 
below his waiCt, and wag quite white, though his age 
was but lif tie on the duDty fide of fifty. Hta love ot 
feqitefi ration being generally known, his gate w a* 
feldom befieged with-idie victors, and many were 
dtterred from approaching it by the fear of a twelve 
pounder planted at the orifice of a fi*fe-wall, com- 
mandmg the eijtrancc (o the manfion ; this piece of 
ordnance being loaded up to the muzzle with boiled 
potatoes, fponianeoufly difcliarged its Tcgetable am- 
Hiuniiioo in the faces of all who laid hold of his 
knocker without bufiiiefs or invitation. 

This account was fo cboalced with colloquial bar- 
banfm and idioniatic anomaly, that I had fome trou- 
ble to feleft a little grain of the narrator's meaning 
from the rank sKiiberance of his unweeded diction, 
' In a fliort lime afterwards %Ve fet forwards, and ar* 
rived at the place of our deftination. My curioDty 
was firft excited by the aperture in the wail, which 
might have been intended for the purpofe mentioned' 
by my communicative landlord ; but as the party 
came by invitation, I had little fear of fufiering by 
«ny fudd«n exploliou.

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Colonel Marl If met ut foon after our entrance, 
and received ua with that polite aad difcDga^d affa- 
bilitf more proper to the charader of a foldier and * 
gentleman tbao to the favage rufticity of difcoBtcDt 
and folitude. 

Though it it too commoDly the pradice of com' 
piien of journals to fwell their meagre page> nith 
uaimportant events and titvial circumftances, topre- 
fent little to the reader but what wai too obvious to 
efcape Dotice, or too infignificant^to defcrvc it i yet 
I fliill not think the little dignity of thefe fheeta im- 
paired by a particular dcfcription of this gentleman's 
drefs and figure. By comparing the authenticity of 
ocular Icnawledge with the faliaciaiifnefs of legendary 
rumour, conviSion will at laft find her fober medium 
between the dangerous aulierity of heterodox rejec- 
tion, and the defpicable acquiefcence of paSve cre-- 
dulitya The beardexcepted, wbichhungthick, longj 
and albefcent below hit breail, there was ao circum- 
ftanceof fiogularity in the colonel's appearance. He 
wore his hair in the military fafhion, tied behind 
with ii ribbon; a bright garnet-coloured cloth, orna- 
mented with a well-fancied brafs button, wag bis fu* 
perior tegument ; over a tunic of filk proper for the - 
folftitial feafon, and elegantly wrought in the tam- 
bour with variegated embroidery of flowers and foli- 
age : from below the genual aiiiculation t6 the fu- 
cated 
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cated divilion of the body, he wai covered with fldh^ 
coloured Indian lineo, of a tenuity almofl tranfpa- 
retit, through which the contour of femoral rotundity 
filled the eye with a fatisfadory plumpnefs. Micutia 
like thefe might probably have cfcaped my notice, 
had they not feemcd greatly to atCrafl the attentioa 
of the ladies. It is natural to look at what we fee 
others examine. Beiidea I was funamooed to more 
than a ftiperficial furvey by the accounts I had juA 
received from him of the Cherry*tree. — Were I able 
to recolleiS or defcribe the particular fcite and com- 
binations of objeAs which cotifiitutc the beauties of 
Celbridge, I Ihould not fcrupte upon the whole to 
pronounce it beautiful, ^mpreflions from things which 
environ us generally precede examination of their 
caufe { the philofopher may, if he plcafcs, contend 
that the heat is not in the fire; but in the body which 
it confumes or warms. Yet when any grateful revo- 
lution is wrought almoftinftantaneotifiyin our inter- 
nal fenfations, we muA conclude, that fuch effeiEl 
has been produced lefs by our difpofition to receive 
pleafure at the time, than by the aptitude uf the ob- 
jeAs around us to excite it. Scarcely had I taken a 
furvey of the place from a fpot of fome eminence, 
when I found, a complacent ferenity, a mellow com- 
pofure of thought, like geaial fuofliine, diSufed all 
«ver my frame. The lively failles of my conpaniont 
flf 
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of the way, poignant without malice, and frolick- 
fbme without fatuity, had occalioned fome paioxyfms 
of hilarity^ that borrfered upon turbulence, but thcic 
fpafint of the mind were imineil lately Iranquilifed b^ 
the placidneft of (be fcene before me. I felt plea- 
flire without irritation, and in the fedateneffl of con- 
tentment luft all appetite for the delirium of extafy. 
I could not indeed forbear laying hold of the fair 
hand of one of the ladiee, and crying out with the 
enamoured Gatlus,

My Lycori», feeming to conceive the full force oFilu* 
paflionatc difticb, with an amiable fiibriliaa of couii- 
tenance, ledtne forward to a fpot at no great diftattce* 
called the ifl^nd. We palTed into it over a bridge of 
one fmall arch ; it is nearly triangular in form, con- 
tain! about five acres of Irifh menfiuation, and it 
thus completely infulated. On one fide flowi the 
main courfc of the river Liffey. apd on the other a 
flream branches from the river, anti being forced 
above iti levelbymounds, contains a fufiicient weight 
of the fluid thus cotnprefled, to circumvolute a mill- 
wheel for the comminution of corn ; near one angle 
of the bafc, and at no great diflauce from the mill» 
the 
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iht flitning furfacc of the water in iti coarfc forftis x 
cafcade bj breaking over ils rampart) down the Tide 
of this it falls in one pelSucid flieet, and difdainjng 
the oppofition of the locks bentath it, hurrici oH 
with fuaming precipiiation to rejoin the parent river, 
from whence it fecms to have been reluftamly fepft- 
rated. The iiland it little indebted for variety to 
any inequality in its fiirface; yet the water with 
which it is environed, the intermixture of forcft trcM 
and odorous fhrubi with which it is planted, and the 
healthful verdure of the turf, where it it unfheltered^ 
confpire to bellow upon it averyeaptivatiDgamenitfi 
Some part of the eflalc of Celbridge, with the man- 
Hon, and thii iHand, belonged once (as I am in- 
formed] to Mrs. Vanhomrigh ; a name which pcr- 
liaps might have been preferved only in fome mufljr 
title deed, had not Swift canferred immortality on thS 
female who bore it, by fubl^ituting for the difibnant 
fiatavian, the fofter poetical denominatioD of Va* 
nefla. Clofe to the ftream I was fliewed tbil lady's 
bower I it is umbrageous and refrigeratory, obliged to 
a fmall degree of art for having condufled fome luxu-. 
riant branches of the marginal trees for a canopy, for 
raifing a bank of earth by way of feat, covered with 
fnch flowers as delight in the Jhade, and for having 
j)lacc(l there a few wooden beiichei about the fize of 
iht 
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ibi human body ; thefe have fallen to the ground left 
in appearance throngh the lapfe of time, than from 
the reiterated impulfe of external concufiation. Th 
laurel tree is the only Aandard evergreen here, and 
flourifhet near the bower in great abundance- ■ - . ■ 
Whether it was mentioned to me ferioufly by dean 
Martay, or was only the extemporaneous eSulion of 
female pleafantry, 'I cannot now precifely determine, 
but I thinlrl heard that VapelTa, when miftrefs of 
Celbridge, had put down a laurel for a very brilliant 
couplet, of which Dr. Swift, for her own vanity, told 
her the wai the fubjefl, and he the author. Had the 
fubfequent pofrelTors of Celbridge with countera£live 
induAry deracinated a laurel for every diflich pub* 
liflied by the potthumout editors, difgraceful to the 
memory of that finguiar genius, the i (land of Cel- 
bridge would be deftitute of a laurel. We left the 
bower, the laurel*, and the ifland, and proceeded to 
an irregular bridge of 1 know not how many arches* 
From the central part of this bridge, fame miles of 
the river, and the gentle declivitea of the ground, ap~ 
pear to great advantage. Colonel Marlay poflefles'it 
confiderable traA on each lide of the river, a circutn- 
fiance of diHiuguiOied advantage, at the view from 
eithet- bank cannot be prejudiced by the malicious 
hofliJities of an oppofite neighbour, nor by a caufe 
left reprehcnfible, though more to be apprehended. 
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the viciout appetite for altering the landfcapei of 
t,ature wiihoat geniua to cmbeltifh them. Aa both 
ihorei call him mafter, he can flcep fecure without 
the fear that his verdant banks will be tortured ioto 
terrace, the witiding ftrcam quadrated into fifli- 
ponds ; that hares and grey-hounds of lead may 
take their eternal flation in the fields before him ; 
or that a white-waflicd Ncptuoe will be for ever re- 
cumbent in his fight upon an urn like a bagpipe^ 
from which can ilTue neither moifiure nor melody. 

While I was admiring the fantaflical ramification! 
of fome umbelliferoui plants that hung over the 
margin of the Liffey, the fallacious bank, imper- 
ceptibly corroded by the raoift tooth of the fluid, 
gave way beneath my feet, and I was fuddenly fub- 
. merged to fome fathoms of profundity; prefence of 
mind in conftitutions not naturally timid is generally 
in proportion to the imminence of the peril ; hav'mg 
never learned to move through the water in horizon* 
tal progreiEon, had I defponded, I had perilhcd ; 
but being for a moment raia'd above the element by 
my ftruggles, or by fome felicitous cafualty, I was 
fenfible of the danger, and inftantly embraced the 
means of extrication ; a cow at the moment oP my 
lapfe had entered the Areara within the difiance Of 
a protruded arm, and being in the a^ of tranfverfe

ray fiibmertion, and fafety was made more pleafant 
by the felicitations of fympathy j as the danger 
was over, I look lio umbrage at a littic riiibility 
excited by the fecuiency of my vifagc, upon which 
the cow had difclwrgcd her graminou»digeflion in 
g very ludicrow abuiidance j about this time the 
bellfummoned us to dinner, and as the cataneous 
cwntaft of irrigated garments is neither pleafant 
nor falubrious, 1 was ealily perfnaded by the ladies, 
to diveli myfeif of mine j colonel Marlay obli- 
gingly accommodated me with a loofe covering of 
cambiet ; I 'found it commodious and more agree- 
able than the niany compreffivc ligatures of modern 
(Irapery. That their might be no violation of de-. 
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corum, i took care to have the loofe robe faflened 
dofe before with fmall cylindrical wires, which thc> 
dainty fingers of the ladiei ealily removed from their 
own drefg, and infertcd into mine at fuch proper 
intervals as to leave no aperture that could awaken 
the fufceptibility of temperament, or provoke th& 
cachinnatioDS of levity.
